One hundred years ago the sovereign 
balm for every III, from fainting to fe­ 
ver, was bleeding. The wonder Is that 
s human race was left to adm it the 
folly of the practice. 
It was the cor- 
reef method of tile day, recommended 
arid employed by tim b***t physicians of 
tin* time. 
The surgeon who attended 
George W ashington In his last illness 
first set about bleeding his august pa- 
tit*111. The story- is that he took several 
cups of blood from the vigorous arm of 
Washington and then diagnosed the 
ea«e>. W ashington died. Some say that 
lf he had not lieen bled he probably I 
would have lived. 
The cry comes, But that was a cen­ 
tury ago! In sharp contrast stands the 
wonderful advances made by modern 
surgery. 
Thankfully It may be said 
that such is the truth. 
But sometimes 
customs die hard, and today the doc­ 
trine of “cupping” lias devotees as 
faithful as those win* give tip their 
life sustaining fluid in W ashington’* 
time. 
This is a startling statem ent. 
The writer would have been skeptical 
if lie had not learned ii* truth himself. 
Iii the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries this grew some form of treat­ 
ment was tie* work of tin* barber. That 
guild has maintained Its prerogative in­ 
to the twentieth century. 
In a certain 
little side street in New York, crushed 
lie! ween two tow ering brick buildings, 
stands a timid story and a half frame 
house. 
The suggestive striped pole 
which emblazons the art of th** dweller 
within juts over th** walk. In the win­ 
dow hangs a sign bearing the word 
"Cupping.” 
lf today were set back to 
1700, the pole alone w-ouid tell the sto 
ry. 
Times, they say, have changed, 
ami so the sign. 
The barber is a German. 
Ile was 
much surprised at Hie question asked. 
Everybody knew that cupping was a 
necessity, especially Iii the spring, be 
said. Sometimes, he added, he was so 
busy that little time remained for bis 
shaving and hair cutting of customers. 
"Ach, yes,” said the barber, “it keeps 
me a busy man. How strange you say 
that you thought it no longer was 
practiced. 
People come bore morning, 
noon and night every day, but mostly 
do they come here in the spring and 
fall. 
It Is then th at the blood needs 
drawing off. 
If you have a pain In 
your head, you come to me. I take my 
little cup, burn the air In It out, push 
down my little knives just behind your 
ear on the neck, and when tin* cup is 
full I take It away. 
If your headache 
Is not better j-et, I take another cup, so 
be it th at Hie bleeding stop not, u|h>ii 
Hie other side. Maybe your back pains; 
I cut you a little on tile side. Your arni 
pains: I draw the blood from your 
wrist.” 
The barber bared ids arm. The skin 
was crossed with tiny, pale nicks, like 
those one sees on the w rist of a mor­ 
phine victim. 
"Twelve is the number of cups I 
draw at one sitting,” the barber said. 
“It Is a bad pain that will not be gone 
then. 
If you come again the next day 
wit ti the pain, I draw off more until the 
ache has disappeared completely.” 
The cups look like sherry glasses 
with the stems removed. 
The knife, 
or lancet, Is arranged like a name 
stamp. 
Pressure on a spring plunger 
drives the little blades, w-bicli are ar­ 
ranged In pairs or triplets, Into tho 
skin. 
It is here that the skill of the 
operator comes Into play. 
When Hie 
Incisions are made in the ueck too vio­ 
lent, a tap on the plunger might mean 
the severing or wounding of an artery. 
Pressure too light would not let the 
blood flow- fast enough. 
The harbor 
must have a trained touch. 
Upon the condition of the cup much 
depends. 
The air is exhausted by 
means of a tiny alcohol flame. 
This 
makes a vacuum. 
Tho cup is pressed 
on lightly, but firmly. Tile blood rush­ 
es under the skin beneath its rim: then. 
like a flash, the little knives are pushed 
down, and the bleeding begins. 
Tho 
operator never takes more than 12 cups 
at one bitting. That would mean per­ 
haps a half pint of blood. 
This system of bleeding for human 
ailments barks back to the earliest 
times. 
All through the middle agos it 
was the healing balm for the sufferings 
of mankind. 
The ancients firmly be­ 
lieved that the loss of blood In this 
manner drew from their systems tile 
“noxious humors” which afflicted them. 
The advent of tile modern school of 
medicine and surgery did away with 
the process as a universal therapeutic 
measure. 
It was not until the nine­ 
teenth century was nearly half com­ 
pleted, however, Hint physicians aban­ 
doned it as a practice.—Now York Trib­ 
une.

ENGLISH SPARROWS* “ 


Date* rn* W hich These Birds Were 
Imported Into This Country. 
I have been asked several times late­ 
ly at what date the common English 
sp a rro w s were imported into the Unit­ 
ed States and by whom. 
Ii seems that Hie first attem pt was 
made In 1858 by a private citizen of 
portland, Me. In the fall of that year 
he IilK*rat<*d six sparrows, anti they im- 
rnediately made themselves at home 
in his garden arni outbuildings. For a 
few years these birds and their de- 
leendants were seen In and about the 
town in small squads. 
These birds 
multiplied until in the winter of 1871 
a !i<** k of them appeared in every near­ 
by town. thus showing their tendency 
to spread over adjoining territory. 
About I SCO 12 birds were imported 
ami liberated near Madison square, , 
N**w York eity, and this was repeated 
for several seasons. 
In 1*04 Hie commissioners of New 
York liberated 14 birds in Central park. 
About tliis time numerous persons re- ' 
turning from abroad brought a few 
birds home and set them a t liberty in 
and aliout Jersey City. 
The < raze for importing these birds 
spread, and In THUS th** city govern- 
m**m of Boston Imported a great num­ 
ber. But the birds had not b een care­ 
fully bandied, and they did not thrive, 
ami others were brought over. 
The 
b ird s which survived from these va­ 
rious importations were carefully f”d 
nnd looked after by the city govern- j 
re n t. 
In 1SGD a thousand were Imported 
and liberated in the city of Philadel­ 
phia, aud soon Hie birds spread over 
all adjacent territory. 
About this time Hie Smithsonian in­ 
stitution became Interested in bringing 
those birds to tills country, so they im- I 
ported fido, but most of them died. In 
D, I the same institution brought over 
another lot, and they were successfully 
ca re* I for. 
From this It is seen that the birds 
have started from a number of points 
and were not one or two importations 
to New York, as is usually supposed.— 
Washington Post. 


AN IDEAL FOOD. 


!fntritlo«a V a ls e of W oandaa, Culti­ 
vated b r X fg r o f* la Africa. 
In a communication to the state de­ 
partm ent 
at 
Washington 
Richard 
Guenther, consul general at Frankfort 
Germany, says: 
"German papers speak of an annual 
plaut growing in tropical Africa, be­ 
longing to tho leguminous class, which 
is largely cultivated by the negroes 
as a food article. 
It bas also been in­ 
troduced to some extent in southern 
Asia and in Brazil. It is enlk*d woand- 
su by the African negroes. 
The bo­ 
tanical name is Glycine subterranca. 
"The French expert chemist of ali­ 
ments lins recently analyzed the fruit 
of the woandsu with reference to its 
chemical composition aud its value as 
food. 
The fruit, like the peanut, ma­ 
tures under ground. Tile eatable ker­ 
nel bas tile shape of an egg and is 
dark and r*sl, with black stripes and 
a white hilum, like most beans. It fur­ 
nishes a very white flour, whose flavor 
after cooking much resembles that of 
chestnuts. 
The chemical composition 
is 58 per cent of starchy substance, IO 
per cent nitrogenous, IO per cent wa­ 
ter, 0 per cent oil, 4 per cent cellulose 
substance and 3 per cent ashes. 
It 
will be seen that two pounds of these 
beans would supply the daily require­ 
ments of the human system. 
“M. Badaud, who has had wide ex­ 
perience in Hie chemistry of nutri­ 
ments. calfs this fruit the first one 
found by bim in a natural state which 
shows all tim chemical properties of a 
perfect nutrim ent.”

STOVES. 


Owing to the mildness of the climate 
in Portugal heating stoves are rarely 
used iii that country. 
Heating and cooking stoves are both 
used by tile upper classes in Greece, 
but tile lower classes still live without 
using cit lier. 
Very few heating and cooking stoves 
are used In Paraguay. All the houses 
have brick stoves built In them, so that 
Iron stoves have little or no sale. 
Stoves mad** of tiling are in general 
use iii Austria. They are said to lie su­ 
perior to Iron stoves on account of the 
great economy of fuel possible by their 
use. 
There Is in the M editerranean coun­ 
tries a widespread prejudice against all 
artificial heat, and consequently not 
more than one bouse iii six Is ever in a t­ 
ed during the winter time. 
Iron cooking stoves are almost an 
unknown luxury among the people of 
South America and the W est Indies. 
They still cook in oi>e» fireplaces and 
by other primitive methods. 
The cooking stove, as it is known in 
the United States, does very little serv­ 
ice In France. A few are in use in the 
country, but in most farmhouses Hie 
cooking Is doue in a large open fire­ 
place. 
In the cities a furnace is built 
In the small kitchen.

dow hangs a sign bearing the word 
"Cupping." 
If today were sot back to 
1700, tile pole alone would tell the sto 
ry. 
Times, they say, have changed, 
and so the sign. 
The barber is a German. 
Ile was 
much surprised at the question asked. 
Everybody knew that cupping was a 
necessity, especially in the spring, he 
said. 
Sometimes, he added, he w as so 
busy that little time remained for his 
shaving and Im lr cutting of customers. 
“ Ach, yes,” said the barber, “it keeps 
me a busy man. How strange you say 
that you thought it no longer was 
practiced. 
Hoople come bere morning, 
noon and night every day, but mostly 
do they come here in tin* spring and 
fall. 
It Is then th a t the blood needs 
drawing off. 
If you have a pain in 
your bead, you come to me. 
I take my 
lit 11.* cup, burn the air In it out, push 
down my little knives Just behind your 
ear on tim neck, and when the cup is 
full I take it away. 
If your headache 
Is not better yet, I take another cup, so 
be It th a t th e bleeding stop not, upon 
the oilier side. Maybe your back pains; 
I cut you a little on tho side. Your arm 
pains; I draw the blood from your 
wrist.” 
The barber bared bis arm. 
The skin 
was crossed with tiny, pale nicks, like 
those one sees on the w rist of a mor­ 
phine victim. 
"Twelve is the num ber of cups I 
draw at one sitting,” the barber said. 
“ It Is a bad pain that will not be gone 
then. 
If you come again the next day 
with the pain, I draw off more until the 
ache bas disappeared completely.” 
The cups look like sherry glasses 
with the stems removed. 
The knife, 
or lancet, Is arranged like a name 
stamp. 
Pressure on a spring plunger 
drives the little blades, which are a f­ 
right ! ranged in pairs or triplets. Into tho 
I skin. 
It is here that the skill of the 
operator comes Into play. 
When tile 
Incisions are made In the uock too vio­ 
lent, a tap on the ['lunger might mean 
the severing or wounding of an artery. 
Pressure too light would not let the 
blood flow’ fast enough. 
The barber < 
must have a trained touch. 
Upon the condition of the cup much 
depends. 
The air is exhausted by 
means of a tiny alcohol flame. 
Tills 
makes a vacuum. 
The cup is pressed 
on lightly, but firmly. The blood rush­ 
es under the skin beneath Its rim; then. 
like a flash, the little knives are pushed 
down, and the bleeding begins. 
The 
operator never takes more than 12 cups 
at one sitting. 
That would mean per­ 
haps a half pint of blood. 
This system of bleeding for human 
ailments barks back to the earliest 
times. 
All through the middle ages it 
was the healing balm for the sufferings 
of mankind. 
The ancients firmly be­ 
lieved that the loss of blood In this 
manner drew from their systems tile 
“noxious humors" which afflicted them. 
The advent of the modern school of 
medicine and surgery did away with 
the process as a universal therapeutic 
measure. 
It was not until the nine­ 
teenth century was nearly half com­ 
pleted. however, that physicians aban­ 
doned it as a practice.—New York Trib­ 
une.

I liave been asked several times late­ 
ly at what date the common English 
sparrows wer»- irniK>rt**d luto the Unit­ 
ed States and by whom. 
It v ein s that the first attem pt was 
made In 1H.Y8 by a private citizen of 
Portland, Me. 
In the fall of that y**ar 
lif UJs rated six sparrows, and they im­ 
m e d i a t e l y made themselves at home 
in his garden and outbuildings. 
For a 
few years these birds and their de­ 
scendants were seen in and about tile 
town in small squads. 
These birds 
multiplied until In the winter of 1*71 
a tloek of them ap|>eared Iii every near­ 
by town. finis showing their tendency 
to “proud over adjoining territory. 
About lS<«o 12 birds were imported 
aril liberated near Madison square, 
New York city, and this was repeated 
for several seasons. 
in 1*G1 the commissioners of New 
York liberated ll birds In Central park. 
A limit this time numerous persons re- 1 
turning from abroad brought a few 
birds home and set them ut liberty in 
and alsuit Jersey City. 
Tile craze for importing these birds 
lipread, and iti USHS the city govern­ 
ment of Boston im port ei I a great num ­ 
ber. 
But t lie birds bad not been care­ 
fully bandied, and they did not thrive, 
arni others were brought over. 
The 
b ird s which survived from these va­ 
rious importations wen* carefully f'*d 
and looked after by the city govern­ 
ment. 
In ISG!) a thousand were Imported 
ann liberated in the city of Philadel­ 
phia. aud soon tho birds spread over 
all adjacent territory. 
About this time the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution became Interested in bringing 
th e s e birds to tiffs country, so they im­ 
p o r te d .’SOO, but most of them died. In 
Is . I the same institution brought over 
another lot, and they were successfully 
cantil for. 
From fids It is seen that the birds 
have started from a number of points 
and were not one or two importations 
to New Y’ork, as Is usually supposed.— 
Washington Post.

It is called woand 
su by the African negroes. 
The bo­ 
tanical name is Glycine subtcrranca. 
“The French expert chemist of ali­ 
m e n t s has recently analyzed the fruit 
of the woand su with reference to its 
chemical composition and its value as 
food. 
The fruit, like the peanut, raa- 
tur**s limier ground. 
Tile eatable ker­ 
nel has the shape of an egg and is 
dark and red, with black stripes anil 
a white bibiru, like most beans. It fur­ 
nishes a very white flour, whose flavor 
after cooking much resembles that of 
chestnuts. 
The chemical composition 
is 58 per cent of starchy substance, IO 
per cent nitrogenous, IO per cent w a­ 
ter. 0 per cent oil, 4 per cent cellulose 
substance and 
per cent ashes. 
It 
will be seen that two pounds of these 
beans would supply the dally require- j 
merits of th 1'* human system.

STOVES. 


Owing to the mildness of the climate 
in J’ortugal beating stoves are rarely 
used in that country. 
Heating and cooking stoves are both 
used by the upper classes In Greece, 
but the lower classes still live without 
using either. 
Very few heating and cooking stoves 
are used iii Paraguay. 
All the houses 
have brick stoves built In them, so that 
iron stoves have little or no sale. 
Stoves made of tiling are In genera! 
use iii Austria. They are said to be su­ 
perior to Iron stoves on account of the 
great economy of fuel possible by their 
use. 
There Is in the Mediterranean coun­ 
tries a widespread prejudice against all 
artificial heat, and consequently not 
more than one house in six is ever heat­ 
ed during the winter time. 
Iron cooking stoves art* almost an 
unknown luxury among tho people of 
South America and the West Indies. 
They still cook in open lireplaces and 
by other primitive methods. 
The cooking stove, as it Is known in 
the United States, docs very little serv­ 
ice in France. A few are in use in the 
country, but in most farmhouses the 
cooking Is done in a large open fire­ 
place.

MILTON RELICS AT HARVARD 


S iffn a tn r e In a n A n «o*rn p h A lb u m 
a n d th e T o e !’* C opy o f “ P in d a r .” 
The H arvard library numbers among 
its treasures an autograph of Milton 
and a copy of “Pindar” annotated in 
Milton’s own handwriting, with m ar­ 
ginal notes in Greek and Latin. Both 
of these rarities were bequeathed to 
the university by Charles Sumner. 
The “Pindar” is dated 1020 and was 
doubtless used by Milton during bis 
stay at Cambridge university. At the 
end lie lias added an alphabetical index 
in manuscript, occupying two closely 
w ritten pages of all the authors cited 
in his notes, with references to the 
pages in which their names occur. 
Milton’s autograph is fouud in the 
pages of an autograph album or visit­ 
ors’ book kept, according to a custom 
common in the sixteenth century, by a 
Neapolitan nobleman, Camillus Car- 
doyn by name, who resided In Geneva 
from 1G0S to 1040, where Milton, ap­ 
parently, visited him. 
Another auto­ 
graph in this same album among the 
hundreds which it contains is th a t of 
Thomas W entworth, the unfortunate 
Earl of Stafford. Milton’s signature is 
dated Jan. IO, 1G39, and is appended 
to a Latin inotto—“Travel changes one’s 
sky. but not one’s mind,” it may be 
freely rendered aud a quotation from 
bis own “Comus:” 
“If Vertue feeble were, 
Heaven itselfe would stoope to her.” 
The most notable Milton m anuscript 
known to exist is a little book now 
owned by Trinity college, Cambridge, 
England, which contains the poet’s 
copies of his so called mluor poems, in­ 
cluding “ L’AUegro” and “ll Pensero- 
80.” 
In this country, however, it is 
said that the only original memorials 
of the great author of “ Paradise Lost” 
are to be found in these two tim e stain­ 
ed volumes in the possession of the 
Harvard library.

• o d Hie P o e t ’* Copy o f “ P in d a r .” 
The H arvard library numbers among 
its treasures an autograph of Milton 
and a copy of “Pindar” annotated in 
Milton’s own handwriting, with mar* 
j ginal notes in Greek and Latin. Both 
of these rarities were bequeathed to 
the university by Charles Sumner. 
The “Pindar” is dated 1020 and w as 
doubtless used by Milton during his 
stay at Cambridge university. At the 
end lie lias added an alphabetical index 
in manuscript, occupying tw o closely 
written pages of all the authors cited 
In ids notes, with references to the 
pages in which tiieir names occur. 
Milton’s autograph Is found In the 
pages of an autograph album or visit­ 
ors’ book kept, according to a custom 
common in the sixteenth century, by a 
Neapolitan nobleman, Camillus Car­ 
doon! by name, who resided in Geneva 
from 1008 to 1040, where Milton, ap­ 
parently, visited him. 
Another auto­ 
graph in t Ii is sam e album among the 
hundreds which it contains is th a t of 
Thomas Wentworth, the unfortunate 
Earl of Stafford. Milton’s signature is 
dated Jan. IO, 1039, and is appended 
to a Latin motto—“Travel changes one’s 
sky, but not one’s mind,” it may be 
freely rendered aud a quotation from 
his own “Comus:” 
“lf Virtue feeble were, 
Heaven itselfe would stoope to her.” 
The most notable Milton manuscript 
known to exist is a little book now 
owned by Trinity college, Cambridge, 
England, which contains the poet’s 
copies of his so called minor poems. In­ 
cluding “ L’Allegro” and “ll Pensero- 
8o.” 
In this country, however, It is 
said that the only original memorials 
of the great author of “ Paradise Lost” 
are to be fouud in these two tim e stain- ' 
cd volumes in the possession of the 
H arvard library.

The surgeon who attended 
George Washington in his la at illness 
ti rat sit about bleeding ids august pa­ 
tient. Tite story is that he took several 
cups of blood from the vigorous arm of 
Washington and then diagnosed tile 
case. Washington died. Horne say that 
lf he had not l*een bled lie probably 
Would have lived. 
Tho cry come*, Hut that was a cen­ 
tury ago! In sharp contrast stands the 
wonderful advance* made by modern 
surgery. 
Thankfully It may Ire said 
that Mm Ii is the truth. 
But sometimes 
customs die hard, and today the doc­ 
trine of "cupping" bas devotees a* 
faithful as those who gave up their 
life sustaining fluid in Washington** 
time. 
This is a startling statement. 
Tile writer woald have been skeptical 
lf he bad not learned it - truth himself, 


I i i the seventeenth and eighteenth 
cent Urie* this grew some form of treat­ 
ment wnis the work of the barber. That 
guild has maintained Its prerogative in­ 
to the twentieth century.

little side street In New York, crushed 
between two towering brick buildings, 
stands a timid story and a half frame 
house.

I cut you a little on the side. Your arm 
pains; I draw the blood from your 
w rist.”

The barber bared his arm. The skin 
was crossed with tiny, pale nicks, Uke 
those one sees on the wrist of a mor­ 
phine victim. 
“Twelve Is the number of cups I 
draw at one sitting," the barber said. 
"It Is a bad pain that will not bo gone 
then. 
If you come again the next day 
with the pain, I draw off more until the 
ach# has disappeared completely." 
The cups look like sherry glasses 
with the stems removed. 
The knife, 
or lancet, Is arranged like a name 
stamp. 
Pressure on a spring plunger 
drives the little blades, which are ar­ 
ranged in pairs or triplets, Into the 
skin.

like a Hash, the little knives are pushed 
down, ami the bleeding begins 
The 
operator never takes more thnn ll* cups 
at one Kitting. That would meas per­ 
haps a half pint of blood. 
This system of bleeding for human 
ailments hark* back to the earliest 
times. 
All through the middle ages It 
wus the healing balm for the sufferings 
of mankind. 
The ancients firmly be­ 
lieved that the loss of blood In this 
manner drew from their systems the 
“noxious humors" which afflicted them. 
The advent of the modem school of 
medicine and surgery did away with 
the process as a unLersal therapeutic 
measure. 
It was not until tile nine­ 
teenth century was nearly half com* 
pitted, however, that physicians aban­ 
doned it as a practice,- New York I a b ­ 
une. 


Dal*# at W hich Th*#* Bird* Were 
Imported Into Thin ( o a n tr r . 
I have been asked several times late­ 
ly at what date the common English 
epaiTows w'ere Imported Into the Unit­ 
ed States and by whom. 
It scorns that the first attempt was 
made In bS.*>8 by a private citizen of 
Portland, Me. In the fall of that year 
he lils*rat«*d six sparrows, and they im- 
mediately made themselves at home 
in his garden and outbuildings. For a 
few years these birds and their de- 
foendaats were seen In and almut the 
town In small squads. 
Those birds 
multiplied until in the winter of 1871 
a hook of them appeared In every m*ar- 
b\ town. thus showing their tendency 
to spread over adjoining territory. 
About ISA* 13 birds were imported 
and liberated near Madison square, 
New York city, and this was repeated 
for several seasons. 
I 
Iii 1864 the commissioners of New 
York liberated It birds in Centra] park. 
About this time numerous persons re- J 
turning from abroad brought a few 
birds home and set them at liberty iu 
and about Jersey City. 
The craze for Importing these birds 
spread, and in USHS the city govern­ 
ment of Boston imported a great num­ 
ber. But the birds bad not been care­ 
fully bandied, and they did not thrive, 
and others were brought over. 
The ‘ 
birds which survived from these va­ 
rious Importations were carefully f'*d 
and looked after by the city govern­ 
ment. 
In 1809 a thousand were Imported 
anil liberated in the city of Philadel­ 
phia, and soon the birds spread over 
ail adjacent territory. 
A lieut this time the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution became Interested In bringing 
these birds to this country, so they i rn - 
ported .‘IOO. but most of them died. In 
Ih, I the same institution brought over 
another lot, and they were successfully 
cared for. 
From this it Is seen that the birds 
have- .started from a number of points 
and were not one or two importations 
to New York, as is usually supposed.— 
Washington Post. 


STOVES. 


Owing to the mildness of the climate 
In Portugal heating stoves arc rarely 
u.s'mI iii that country. 
Heating and cooking stoves arc both 
used by the upper classes in Greece, 
hut the lower classes still live without 
using either. 
Very few heating and cooking stoves 
are used In Paraguay. All the houses 
have brick stoves built In them, so that 
Iron stoves have little or no sale. 
Stoves made of tiling are In general 
use in Austria. They are sai l to be su­ 
perior to iron stoves on account of the 
great economy of fuel possible by their 
use. 
There Is in the Mediterranean coun­ 
tries a widespread prejudice against all 
iirtifleinl heat, and consequently not 
more than one house In six is ever hi at­ 
ed during the winter time. 
Iron cooking stoves ure almost an 
unknown luxury among the people of 
South America and the West ludies. 
They still cook in open fireplaces and 
by Other primitive methods. 
Tile cooking stove, as It Is known in 
the United States, does very little serv­ 
ice in France. A few are In use* in the 
country, but in most farmhouses the 
cooking Is done in a large open fire­ 
place. 
In the cities a furnace is built 
in the small kitchen.

“German papers speak of an annual 
plaut growing in tropical Africa, be­ 
longing to tho l“guminous class. whieL 
is largely cultivated by the negroes 
as a food article. 
It bas also been in­ 
troduced to some extent in southern 
Asia and in Brazil. It is called woand- 
su by the African negroes. 
The bo­ 
tanical name is Glycine subterranea. 
‘‘The French expert chemist of ali­ 
ments has recently analyzed the fruit 
of the woandsu with reference to Its 
chemical composition and its value as 
food. 
The fruit, like the peanut, ma­ 
tures undor ground. 
The eatable ker­ 
nel bas the shape of an egg and Is 
dark and r**d, with black stripes and 
a white hilum. like most beans. It fur­ 
nishes a very white flour, whose flavor 
after cooking much resembles that of 
chestnuts. 
The chemical composition 
is 58 per cent of starchy substance, ID 
per cent nitrogenous, IO per cent wa­ 
ter, 0 p**r cent oil, 4 per cent cellulose 
substance arui 3 per cent ashes. 
It 
will be seen that two pounds of these 
beans would supply the daily require­ 
ments of the human system. 
"M. Ballam!, who has had wide ex­ 
perience In the chemistry of nutri- 
ments. calls this fruit the first one 
found bv him in a natural state which 
shows all th*' chem heal properties of a 
perfect nutriment.”

M ILTON RELICS AT HARVARD 


S lfc n n t n r e In un A fito K r u p h

The Harvard library numbers nmong 
its treasures an autograph of Milton 
and a copy of “ Pindar” annotated in 
Milton’s own handwriting, with mar­ 
ginal notes in Greek aud Latin. Both 
of these rarities were bequeathed to 
the university by Charles Sumner. 
The “ Pindar” Is dated 1620 aud was 
doubtless used by Milton during bis 
stay at Cambridge university. At the 
end he has added an alphabetical Index 
in manuscript, occupying two closely 
written pages of all the authors cited 
In his notes, with references to the 
pages in which their names occur. 
Milton's autograph Is fouud lu the 
pages of an autograph album or visit­ 
ors' book kept, according to a custom 
common In the sixteenth century, by a 
Neapolitan nobleman, Camillus Car- 
doyn by name, who resided in Geneva 
from KJOS to KHO. where Milton, ap­ 
parently, visited him. 
Another auto­ 
graph in this same album among the 
hundreds which it contains Is (hat of 
Thomas Wentworth, the unfortunate 
Earl of Stafford. .Milton’s signature is 
dated Jan. IO, 1G39, and is appended 
to a Latin motto—“Travel changes one’s 
sky, but not one’s mind,” It may In? 
freely rendered aud a quotation from 
his own “Comus:” 


“ lf Vert ut feeble were, 
Heaven liaelfe would atoope to her.” 
The most notable Milton manuscript 
known to exist is a little book now' 
owned by Trinity college. Cambridge, 
England, which contains the poet’s 
copies of Ids so called minor poems, in­ 
cluding “L*Allegro" aud “ ll Pensero- 
so.” 
in this country, however, it Is 
said that the only original memorials 
of the great author of “ Paradise Lost" 
are to In* fouud in these two time stain­ 
ed volumes in the possession of the 
Harvard library.
